For the fourth time Epiphany church was host to a convention of the Synod. In 
1909, when the congregation was only four years old, it entertained thirty-three 
pastors and twenty-eight laymen for the 19th annual convention. In 1914 a special 
meeting called for the reception of two pastors again enjoyed its hospitality. In 1919 
it shared the task of caring for a growing Synod with Reformation church. 

An enlarged church, dedicated in 1926; afforded excellent facilities for the con- 
vention of a synod the size of which now taxes the ability of smaller congregations to 
care for it. Epiphany was an ideal host, and the proceedings went smoothly, helped 
not only by thoroughgoing cooperation of local workers, but also by the inspiring 
architecture, music and decorations. The Synod thanks both pastor and people.

The following i is a summary of your president 8 activities seported in order to fill 


the requirement of the Constitution: 


He has attended 27 meetings of church councils and five congregational meetings, 
assisted at eight communion services and three confirmations, officiated at six weddings, 


four funerals and four baptisms, and made twelve pastoral calls upon sick pastors or 


members of vacant congregations; preached 64 sermons, made 42 addresses and delivered 
11 lectures. Through these activities he has had personal contact with sixty-one of the 


congregations of the Synod. | 
He has attended 43 meetings of boards and committees, three conventions of synodical | 


- auxiliaries and the three conferences of the Synod, and has made three surveys of fields. 


He attended a conference of synod presidents, represented the United Lutheran 
Church on two special committees, on two committees of the National Lutheran Council 
and at the conventions of the Icelandic and Texas Synods. He has also represented the 
Board of American Missions on the Twin City Regional Council and the committee 
in charge of the Twin City Relocation Hostel. His part on the Committee for the 14th 
biennial convention of the U.L.C.A. in Minneapolis has also occupied much time and 
attention. 

He has edited the Synodical Bulletin and maintained office hours at the seminary 
building every day he has been in the city. Incidentally, it should be said that the 
demands of the office have been increasing constantly at the fine quarters afforded by 
the Seminary due largely to the growing nen of the place as the headquarters 


of the Synod. | 
Two of these activities deserve special mention as of significance to the Synod, 


Relocation Hostel 
One is the eccablishment of a hostel for — i in Minneapolis: ‘es pur- 


pose is to provide temporary housing for people of — 1 racial background who are 


being released from the nine relocation centers in which the government placed them as 
an emergency measure immediately following Pearl Harbor. The great majority of these 


2 ople are American born and American citizens. They are being evacuated by the 
a 


r Relocation Authority as rapidly as various communities can absorb them into 
jobs and places to live. 

The hostel is a place where they can find a ‘temporary home while seeking employ- 
ment. Other churches have such institutions in other cities but this is the first one to 
be established i in the northwest. 

“The Twin City Lutheran Relocation Hostel’’ is located at 127 Clifton Avenue, 
Minneapolis. It is a large house accommodating some twenty sojourners. The project 
is financed by the Board of American Missions with the assistance of the Women’s 


‘Missionary aie ord Miss Martha B. Akard, former Japan ee is the resident 
ac 


director, The Lutheran Welfare Society took title to the property to facilitate handling 


of the real estate. A joint committee of seven, three chosen by the Board and three by 


the Welfare society, with Miss Akard, are its administrative committee. The Hostel 
opened January Ist and has been filled to capacity ever since. Your president selected 


the site and represented the Board in its pur and . re in - negotia- 
tions with the Lutheran Welfare Society.

congregations have been reported more or less fully in the Synodical Bulletin. 


A kindly providence. has spared the Synod any loss by death of its pastors or the 


immediate members of any of its ministers’ families. Several of their homes have been 
saddened, however, by the loss of parents. Mesdames John E. Dehaan, Carl F. 
Schneider and B. J. Stecker lost their fathers. Mrs. C. A. Puls and Mrs. C. H. Eckhoff 
lost their mothers. An aged mother, held in love and esteem by many more of our 

astors than her two sons serving in the Synod, also passed into life eternal. Mrs. G. H. 
Gurberding. widow of the Synod’s beloved first dean of Northwestern Seminary and 
stepmother of pastors R. H. and W. P. Gerberding and Mrs. W. C. Stump, died on 
December 23, 1943, and was laid to rest beside her departed husband in Minneapolis 


on December 24th.

Pastors’ Salaries 


The Synod at its last convention instructed your — with the aid of presidents

of conferences personally to contact church councils and present to them the urgent 
need of increased salaries for their pastors. This he set out to do. Before he got far he 
received many reports of voluntary action of church councils in granting such increases, 
while on the other hand, most of the councils he visited used the opportunity to air 
grievances against pastors and refused to act favorably. For these reasons he did not 
complete the visitation as planned but continued to rely upon constant publicity of 
the matter in the Synodical Bulletin and efforts to improve pastors’ financial situations

This congregation, the sixth oldest among the charter members of the Synod. after 
a long decline ending in a fire that rendered the church useless last Easter and the 
resignation of the or in June, ceased entirely to function. The executive committee 


of the Synod at its September meeting engaged the Rev. Joseph L. Stump to in- 
vestigate the situation and endeavor if possible to reestablish the congregation. Due 


ynods of the U. L. C. A., but to glorify our Lord by doing more 
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to a Pastor Stump was unable to assume this task until mid - January. Your pres- 


ident called a meeting at the Y.W.C.A. through a paid newspaper advertisement for 
November 11. Thirty-seven people responded and aft ter a service of worship voted to 
continue weekly services, constituted a church council, and instructed it to take all 
necessary measures to protect the church property and salvage what could be made 
usable. Seminary students conducted the services until January 16th when Pastor Stump 
took charge. Attendance has increased, and early in March the congregation raised over 


51.000 toward the purchase of a new property and has applied to the Board of Amer- 


ican Missions for additional funds to help acquire it. 


Service Stars 


One hundred due congregations report a total of 6,815 people in the armed forces, 


of whom 227 are women. Such a drain upon the membership of the congregations is 
severely felt in church life, especially in choirs and youth groups. Yet the life of the 
church has advanced in spite of this contribution to our Nation's struggle. It is all the 
greater reason toe our che support of Lutheran World Action. 


Streamlining 


In line with the tendencies of the times we have shortened our convention program. 
Monday night is used for the service of Holy Communion. The usual banquet is 
omitted. Place is not given for more than one stated address during the business ses- 
sions. It would be possible for the convention to close on Wednesday evening.

place twice within a year. The congregation seems to thrive on mishaps, and immediately 
began to contribute money toward a new building. Over $12,000 was subscribed and 

$7,000 has already been paid in cash. Priorities prevented the building of the complete 
new stone church approved by the Board. The congregation is now 1 of being 
able to complete the basement and erect the shell of the upper structure this summer. 


Church Extension Progress 


Substantial progress has been made too in the matter of ech extension loans. 
Four congregations have completely paid off long standing obligations to the Board: 
St. Mark's, Grand Forks; Trinity, Superior; Holy Communion, Minneapolis, and First, 
West Allis. St. John’s, Killdeer, did likewise but obligated itself anew advantageously 


to refinance the parsonage. Nine other congregations have refinanced or reclassified their 


loans with definite schedules of repayment. First English, Winnipeg, paid off a first 


mortgage balance of $8,000, and is in a fair way to pay off its new one of $7,000 to 


the Board this year. 
Since the date of the appended tabulation, Trinity, West Bend and Pentecost, Mil- 
waukee, paid their church extension loans in full. 

The Board of American Missions has consistently shown a helpful attitude toward 


- congregations wishing to put their financial structure on a sound basis. It granted a new 


loan to Bethlehem, Portage, and has made repair grants to Trinity, Lansford; Trinity, 
Glenburn; First English, Winnipeg, and Resurrection, Green Bay. It has indicated a 
readiness through Secretary Bowman to help St. John's, Duluth, acquire its new prop- 


erty. 
Home Mission Funds 


The new fund initiated by St. Matthew's, Wauwatosa, — home mission use early 
in 1943 grew from the original $300 to $1,700 through eu ifts from individuals, another 
$300 grant from St. Matthew's and a like one from Redeemer, Milwaukee. This, 
together with the continuing aid from the Wisconsin conference Women’s missionary 
society has enabled the Synod's executive committee to make incentive grants to Green 

Bay and Faith, Minneapolis, and direct grants also to Green Bay and Two Rivers. It has 
also stimulated the executive committee to study and rearrange the several home mission 
funds in its custody into three items as listed under funds balances’’ among the nseets 


in the treasurer’ s report to this convention. 


Home Mission 


: A: new bende undertaken by the Synod's new Stewardship Secretary and approved 
by the Synod’s executive committee (which is its home mission board) is a movement 


to be known as Home Mission Sponsors“; the funds of which are to be added to the 


present Home Mission Fund” of the ne nod and to be administered by the Executive 
Committee of the Synod in harmony with the rules of the Board of American Missions.

Report of Committee on Cooperation with the Board of 
Ministerial Pensions and Relief 


The trend in favor of the Contributory plan of Ministerial pension and relief is 
definitely growing. Ninety reply cards were sent out, sixty-nine of which were returned 
up to March 16th, showing that 23 congregations with pastors are in favor of this 
plan, 13 of those in favor have already adopted it. 18 congregations registered against 
the plan. It has been discussed in 42 Church councils. A request to have it discussed 
by an authority has been requested by 9 pastors. Seven answered that they plan to 
adopt it in the future. Two were undecided. 

When 500 congregations in the U.L.C.A. have adopted it, it will become effective.

At the Deputation Fellowship School of Missions held in Gettysburg, Pa,, in 1943, 
the plan for congregational schools of missions was evolved, and the Synod of the 
Northwest joined heartily in this projected method of promoting concern for and 
response to world missions in | congregations. The Rev. Harold T. Rasmussen, 
stewardship secretary, was appointed by the president of Synod to assist the foreign 
missions committee in promoting this endeavor. Schools have been conducted in the 
following congregations and centers: Appleton; Beloit; South Beloit; Trinity, Grace,

Vour Committee on Church Music begs to report | 

1. That it continues to give its assistance in many directions as requested by a 
growing number of churches. | 

2. That it has great interest in the musicians and musical pessibilities of our newer 
missions. At the suggestion of our field missionary, many of these new Lutheran 
worshippers are writing us for whatever aid we can give and we are always glad to 
assist where we can. | 
: 3. That greater interest has been shown this year on our territory, in church 
music. We think this is partly due to the $300 support of Sursum Corda by the Synod. 
More churches subscribed after this grant, others felt more free to call upon Sursum 
Corda for assistance. Sursum Corda, on the other hand, tried to show its appreciation 
by mailing free copies where they might do the most good; mailing free copies of 
recommended music (at least one mailing of free copies was made during the year to

Your committee desires to report as follows on our synodical effort toward securing 
a larger circulation of the Church’s paper within the bounds of our territory: As of 
the date of this report 31 congregations have reported subscriptions. Through the 
work of local organizations within the congregations 218 new subscriptions were 
received, as well as 31 renewals. These figures do not include new subscriptions or 
renewals that came directly to the office of the Publication House from individuai 
subscribers. | 

The quota for the Synod of the Northwest is 2,470. subscriptions, or five (5%) 
per cent of the confirmed membership, the goal set by the Church itself. At the date 
of this report there are 1,342 subscriptions on the list, which means we have attained 
as a Synod 54.3 per cent of the quota fixed by the Church. This compares favorably 
with the 41% reported last year at this time. | 

The Lutheran informs our pastors that because of the acute paper shortage our 
congregations should know that subscriptions not renewed promptly will not be car- 
ried over for two months as formerly was the practice, but only for several issues. 
Immediate attention should therefore be given to all renewals. ma od

Report of Northwestern Lutheran Theological Seminary 


Our Seminary has had a good year with the largest enrollment in its history. There 


were forty students with thirty-four finishing the year. Four men are graduating with 
the degree of bachelor of divinity. They are all college graduates. Three have accepted 
calls to parishes and the fourth ex to become a navy chaplain. Two local min- 
isters. the Rev. Pastors Schick and Geske, have done supplementary work and will 


receive the bachelor of divinity degree. 


Much work has been done in the year in rearranging the curriculum. The combined 
classes are no more. The professors will have more teaching hours and the students 
the same number each week throughout the year. This is a pedagogical improvement. 


Selective Service has compelled us to go into the accelerated course 1 There 


can be no long summer vacations, Therefore we have to start June 5 with the new 
year instead of Sept. 18. What effect this will have on enrollment is hard to say. 
The Seminary has received another fine gift. The amount is $10,000 and the donors 
are the Lampert family of Reformation, St. Paul. Final settlement of the estate of Dr. 
Rothrock is delayed for a court decision on a matter of certain taxes. The seminary will 
receive approximately $75,000 from this source. 


Commencement was held at Lake of the Isles Church May 7 and 12. Dr. Gerberding 


preached the sermon to the graduates, and President Conrad Bergendoff gave the com- 
mencement address. The new term is June 5 to August 18. The fail term begins Sep- 
tember 18. The services of the seminary in supplying our pulpits is well seen in that 
while in. the U.L.C.A. there are 206 vacant pulpits, we have oe one, and there is 


no unemployed pastor.

INASMUCH as the order of April 11, 1944, from General 3 Director of 
Selective Service, to all State Directors of Selective Service, rescinded the deferment of 
pre-professional students now in college, even though regularly enrolled in recognized 
theological seminaries and though in a few weeks or months ready to complete their 
college courses, and made them subject to reclassification and draft for military service 
after July 1, and thus practically put an end to the hope of training Protestant ministers 


in wartime, 


AND INASMUCH as this ruling iii not affect Roman Catholic students, who 
have preferred consideration, the Selective Draft Boards having been instructed to give 
special consideration and deferment to Roman Catholic pre-theological students, even 
though they be only of high school or college grade, thus unintentionally discriminating 
against Protestant denominations, 

AND INASMUCH as this reclassification of Protestant theological students will 
make available for the armed forces fewer than 2,000 men, if every one is taken, but 


would deal a terrible blow to Protestant churches by shutting off the supply of the 


ministry both for their own parishes, for missions and for chaplaincies and service 
pastorates, 


THIS SYNOD of the Northwest, in convention assembled; requests that this order 


of April 11 (Advice No. 255-G) be modified so as to guarantee a continuing supply 
of trained chaplains and of a proper quota of civilian ministers for the civilian popula- 
tion. . 
THE SYNOD further directs that this action be communicated to Maj jor General 
Lewis B. Hershey, Director of Selective Service, Washington, D. C., and also to the 
senators and members of the House of Representatives. in the states comprised in the 
of this Synod.

The Stewardship. committee functions through five subcommittees that this year 
have been constituted as follows: 


Program: The Rev. George B. McCreary and Mr. J. K. Jensen. 


Monthly Letters: Mr. J. K. Jensen, Dr. P. H. Roth, Dr. R. H. Gerberding. A new 
plan of the monthly letters committee is to mail a supply to the secretary of every 
church in sufficient numbers that every church councilman may have a copy. Along 
with the stewardship letter to the pastor now goes an Uncle Missionary Letter for 
use in Sunday schools. 


Literature: The Rev. H. T. Rasmussen, Dr. P. H. Roth. Dr. L. V. Downing. The 
literature produced for the 1943 Every Member Visitation was a leaflet entitled The 
Synod of the Northwest Grows. The committee also revised and printed 20,000 copies 
of Know Your Church.“ For 1944 it is preparing two leaflets for distribution early 
in the summer, one to urge increased benevolence sufficient to enable the Synod to pay 
its full share to the United Lutheran Church in America, and another to relate the 
story of the three latest missions produced by the Synodical missionary. 


Sunday School: The Rev. P. L. Wetzler, D.D., Mr. C. A. Gottschalk, and Mr. 
J. W. Jouno. 


Altar: Mr. C. A. Gottschalk, the Rev. F. W. Ihlenfeld, and the Rev. Theo. E. Stump. 


The Rev. J. H. Dressler, D. D., under the Family Altar committee is the managing 
editor of the devotional booklets. His report is appended. 

The whole Stewardship Committee held three meetings since the 1943 convention. 
lt has kept in touch with all stewardship developments in the Synod and in the 
Church at large, e. g., Lutheran World Action, the U.L.C.A.’s Silver Anniversary and 
the Foreign ission deputation schools. It has counselled with and been aided by the 

Synod's stewardship secretary, now a member of the committee, and has wee in 
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the legacies and special gifts that have come to Northwestern Seminary, the progress 
of tithing among our people, the increases in benevolences and the reduction of church 
debts. It aided in formulating plans of the movement known as Home Mission Spon- 
sors, by which the secretary is endeavoring to get 100 subscriptions of $100 annually 
to put a new synodical home missionary in the field. 

It has asked the stewardship secretary to write a monthly letter intended to reach 
every family in the Synod. To begin, these letters have been appearing in the Synodical 
bulletin sheets for the first Sunday of every month. Should a demand develop they 
will be provided separately for any congregation in sufficient quantities to be mailed 
directly to every household. 

One of its most significant actions was to appropriate funds from the devotional 
booklet proceeds to pay the travel expense of all out-of-town pastors to the coming 
U.L.C.A. convention fe the Twin Cities. The pastors will be urged to invite one 
another to report the convention in their churches as a stimulant to better benevolence 
and an aid to the goal of paying the Synod’s full share toward the whole work of 


the whole Church.

Report of the Stewardship Secretary 


To gain a better understanding and perspective of the work of the new stewardship 
office, your secretary spent an initial period of time interviewing stewardship leaders 
of various Lutheran Church bodies and Synods of the U.L.C.A. The principles, sug- 
- gestions and ideas gained from these contacts have been helpful in supplying a back- 
ground for the performance of duties outlined in the call to this office. 


Activities since the last convention include 49 sermons: 43 lectures delivered in 


mission schools, lake camps, and the Seminary; 43 addresses, at conferences, rallies, 
banquets, congregational and organization meetings, etc.; 5 church council meetings 
attended: 61 homes visited: 44 meetings attended; and 45 congregations contacted. 

Special gifts contributed through this office amounted to $1,000 for home missions, 
$93.24 for foreign missions, and $161.00 for the Seminary. 

Besides the work designated in the secretary's call, assignments were accepted from 
the Executive Committee, the Seminary Board, and the Stewardship Committee. A 
mimeographed record of the salient items of business and interest in the last synodical 
convention was prepared and mailed to all pastors and delegates in time to assist them 
in making their reports to local congregations. The tract Know Your Church” was 
edited, re-printed, and distributed to pastors in the amount of 16,000. Four thousand 
copies are still available. Four hundred copies of Uncle Missionary letter were mailed 
to pastors and Sunday school workers. We will continue to send 175 copies of this 
letter each month for the use of Sunday schools in their missionary education. 

Your secretary attended the Deputation Fellowship School of Missions at Gettysburg, 
Pa., out of which grew the program of congregational mission schools. These study 
groups will have been conducted in some 30 congregations by the middle of May. A 
more complete account is found in the report of the Foreign Missions Committee. 
The effective results of such schools warrant the hope that every congregation will make 
these studies in missions available to its members. | 

The directing of Lutheran World Action was assigned to this office and has been 
carried out according to the plan suggested by the National Lutheran Council. Con-

Since the promotion of the Every Member Visitation has been a part of the Steward- 
ship Committees program, this office merely cooperated with its plans. A full schedule 


of appointments, however, was maintained during the fall season, preaching stewardship 

_ sermons and speaking to congregational groups in preparation for the visitation. In a 

survey of last year's visitation, it was found that many of our congregations had substi- 
tuted alternate plans for the Every Member Visitation. While results in nearly every case 


were better than the previous year, the consensus of opinion favors the Every Member 


Visitation as the basic and best plan for receiving annual pledges. 


In recent months, poss secretary has been able to spend more time making nal 
individuals were approached on the subject of bequests. In a few 
instances, legacies had already been prepared. In most cases, however, members had never 
thought of remembering the church in their wills. In every case, information and 
suggestions were gratefully received and while definite results cannot be registered now, 
we believe the future will show that seeds have borne fruit. When more of our members 
realize that one need not be wealthy to make a bequest, a new source of income will be 
opened to the support of Kingdom enterprises. 55 
The remarkable results produced by our synodical missionary, the apparent fertility 
of our field, and the home mission impulses of certain individuals and congregations 


have led to the proposal of a plan to provide funds for an accelerated program of home 


missionary operation in the a. Briefly the plan is this: to enlist at least one hundred 
able and willing ple to contribute one hundred dollars or more annually to the 


Synodical Home Mission Fund. The additional income will enable the Executive Com- 


mittee to call at least one more field missionary. ‘“‘Home Mission Sponsors is to be 
the name of the group. Each member will receive periodic reports of the work being 
done on the field. The Executive Committee has authorized the stewardship secretary 


to visit individuals who might be interested in this program | 
We are grateful to God for His grace and guidance during the past year. The encour- 


agement and cooperation of pastors and laymen are sincerely appreciated. Looking 


forward to the future, we wish to state again that the stewardship secretary is eager to

Fifty Lutherans representing the Augustana Synod, the Norwegian Lutheran Church, 
the Danish Lutheran Church, the Norwegian Free Church, the American Lutheran 
Church, the Missouri Lutheran Church and the United Lutheran Church gathered to 
live together, to pray together and to plan together.

A meeting was held at Synod last year of representatives of the Lutheran Welfare 


Society of Wisconsin, the Lutheran Welfare Society of Minnesota, the Lutheran Wel- 


fare Society of North Dakota, the Nachusa Orphanage and the Tabitha Home. Such 
meetings will be held lly for the purpose of promoting better understanding and 
greater support of the various Christian activities carried on through these agencies. 

In cooperation with the Board of Social Missions of the United Lutheran Church 
in America and its executive secretary, the Reverend C. Franklin Koch, D.D., your 
committee is going ahead and making plans with the Rev. Oscar W. Carlson. D.D.,

. Your committee has been aided very materially the past year by the contacts made by 
our Stewardship Secretary, Pastor Harold T. Rasmussen. Wherever he has gone to 
2 the matter of stewardship, there he has presented the need for more young men 

or the ministry. From our parishes and from our schools he has brought names of 
young men with whom he has discussed the calling of the ministry. He as well as the 
members of this committee and the men of the Seminary faculty are ready to be used 
at any time to present the matter of the ministry to the people of our congregations. Our 
Youth Secretary, Pastor John P. Shannon has also made valuable contacts and will 
continue to do so as opportunity offers. 

Due partly to the war our prospective list is not as large as it should be. Although we 
are in correspondence with a number of young men in the armed forces of our land 
who intend to enter the seminary at the close of the war, there should be a larger 
number of men on our prospective list. Therefore, we call again on our congregations, 


pastors and laymen, to seek out the best 8 men of the parishes and to urge on them 


the consideration of the holy calling of the ministry. In order to secure an adequate 


supply of men for the ministry it is not sufficient merely to weed out those not well 


adapted for it, but it is necessary to seek out men of unusual gifts of mind and person- 
ality and to confront them with the opportunity. 

In order to stimulate in a larger number of young men the desire to enter the min- 
istry, a Synodical College has been suggested. At the suggestion of a number of men 
who heard the paper of Pastor Clemens Zeidler on a College for Wisconsin, our 


committee has taken the matter under consideration. 
In the matter of 8 aid, the committee has interviewed each man and has 


weighed each case carefully. Additional questions, suggested by Mr. A. L. Grede, will be 
added to the uniform blanks of the Board of Education which are in use.

I be five states included in our synod have special provisions in their tax laws in 
regard to gifts or bequests made in wills for religious and charitable organizations. 

If you live in Wisconsin, Minnesota, South Dakota or Montana, your gift that you 
make through your will to the Church will not be taxed by the state. 

The Federal government does not tax gifts made in wills to the Church and its work. 

It is impossible for us to know what provision is 8 made by our people in their 
wills for the Church and its institutions. We urge all of our people to remember the 
Church and its vital activities when they make their wills. 
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We wish to remind our people that the taxes paid on their estates are used to support 
the state and its institutions. Our estates should, also, aid the Church and its work. 
The state takes what it wants from your estate. The Church receives what you give it. 


This year, it seems that our colleges are the institutions most desperately in need of 


help. We commend them to all testators, and we list herewith other worthy Christian

No convention of the Synodical Society was held in 1943. Instead, a comprehensive 
printed report covering two years activity was made available to all congregational 
societies; and $500 was contributed to the U.L.C. Society to be used in helping to 
educate 12 women who are preparing to enter the Mission Field as soon as conditions 
permit.

The committee arranged the itinerary of the Rev. Earl S. Rudisill, Ph. D., Adult 
secretary of the Parish and Church School Board. He conducted fifteen meetings between 
Sept. 15 and Oct. 3. 1943, at which seventy churches were represented. re were 
fifty-eight pastors present, and 763 individuals. Total offerings amounted to $118.69. 
We urge that adult work and parent education classes be stressed, since this department 
of work is relatively undeveloped in our synod. 

A survey of Parish Education covering the year 1942 was e to us early in 
1943. Forty-seven of our congregations returned the blanks. Since this is less than 350 
per cent, the totals are meanin — We offer the following percentages of total enroll- 
ment for your consideration: e roll, 20 per cent: Nursery classes, 3 per cent: Be- 
ginners, 11 per cent; * 17 per cent: Juniors, 20 per cent: Intermediates, 19 

cent; Seniors, 6 per cent; Young People, 2 per cent; Adult, 2 per cent; Home.or 
Succes. O per cent. It will be seen that the combined total of Seniors, Young People 
and Adults amounts to only 10 per cent of S. S. enrollment. The average class period 
is 35 minutes. Duplex envelopes are in use in thirty-eight out of forty-seven reporting: 
Vacation schools in 21; Week-day schools in 4; Children of the Church sang ag gan: 
or materials), 16; Leadership classes, 19; Christian Youth series, 3. 

The Wisconsin S. S. convention held at Reformation church, Milwaukee, was at- 
tended by two hundred delegates, and was a great success. The Central conference asso- 
ciation held a stream-lined Sunday convention, with Dr. Rudisill as headliner. This 
convention was held at Richfield church, Minneapolis, and was well attended. The 
Wisconsin Summer School under Dean Puls is continuing to progress, and Dean Fed- 
dersen of the Central conference lake camp reports that with 115 Juniors and Seniors 

combined, it was one of the best schools ever held. 

: The second annual Children of the Church leader’s conference was held at N 
Milwaukee, May 24th, with delegates from ten churches taking part in an interesting 
and profitable all-day session. Milwaukee also held a Children of the Church festival in 
November, with 128 children in attendance. A similar festival was held in St. Paul. 

Leadership training institutes were conducted in Milwaukee, the Twin Cities, and 
in numerous local congregations. Parish Education month was generally observed, the 
theme being Christian Growth.“ Secretary Spees met with synodical committees of 
midwestern synods at the seminary to plan the introduction of the new S. 8. course. 
Meetings will be held in all parts of our synod this year, with the Revs. Spees and 
Shannon and a lay worker presenting the Christian Growth Series. 

With the calling of a full-time secretary for Youth and Christian Education, in the 
person of the Rev. John P. Shannon, we feel that the work should advance more 
rapidly. We pledge to him complete support. This committee offers its services to con- 
gregations and organizations in promoting the work of education in the local parish— 

leadership training, Children of the Church program, and all — phases. ) 


We recommend: 
1. That conferences appoint a qualified woman to serve as 8 secretary for 
Children of the Church, and report their selection to the chairman of this committee: 


3. That synod authorize payment of necessary expenses of the chairman and at 
least one other member of this committee, to the annual Midwest Regional conference 
of the Parish and Church School Board, held at Chicago. Our synod was not officially 
represented last year. Other synods have budgeted allowances for the work of their 
committees and their representation at regional meetings on Parish Education.

Report of the Youth and Christian Education Secretary 


The reports on Parish and Church School, Luther League, and Lutheran Students, 
reveal the need for this office and the reason for creating it in our Synod. 
Your secretary began his work on January first. In addition to considerable corre- 


spondence relative to Sunday school and Luther League problems in local congregations, 
during the first three months of this year, twenty-two addresses, sermons and talks have | 


been delivered on youth work. Conferences have been held with eight Luther League 
and two Sunday school teacher groups, and with three Luther League, two parish school, 
and two lake camp committees. Four Sunday schools were visited during class hours. 

A complete file of Parish school and Luther League materials is being established in 
the office of your secretary and may be perused at any time by pastors or lay workers. 
A study of Sunday school and Luther League programs and methods is being made, with 


a view toward concrete suggestions for improvement. The weakness in Luther League lies 


in program material, while in Sunday school it lies in evangelism. 

The problems to be met are mostly of a local nature. Your secretary is making every 
effort, therefore, to visit in the congregations, at their requests, and to help them 
improve their local situations. 

Lour secretary will teach a course at each Lake Camp for Luther Leaguers and 
Luther League leaders. He has prepared the itinerary for the presentation of the new 


Christian Growth Series of Sunday School lessons to all our pastors, teachers and officers 


of the Sunday schools, between May 30 and June 23. 
The services of your secretary are offered to every congregation. Some may feel no 


need of help. But I ask that these congregations share their successes with others through 


this office. |

Le Daring the past year, the Women’s Missionary Society of the Synod of the North- 
“west has continued to carry on the work of Missions. In spite of the fact that no 


Synodical Society convention was held, the work has continued to grow and reach 
even greater proportions, VDF 

According to the last Statistical report, the Society had a total membership of over 
2,900 in approximately 121 societies. At first glance, the membership seems great, but 
when we consider the many who are still not on the roll, we know that the work is 
but begun and that an even larger membership is possible. Larger membership will 


mean greater interest; greater interest will mean greater activity and greater activity will 
mean more souls won for Christ! 


Through the Education Division, the Women’s Missionary Society is able to 


promote the many phases of its work. Much fine literature is available, much of it 


being free. According to the last statistics, $368.00 was spent for literature and 24,637 
pieces of free literature were distributed. Lutheran Woman's Work, the official pub- 
lication of the Women’s Missionary Society, showed a subscription list of 1,538 in our 
Synod. Approximately 150 Mission Study Classes were conducted with 1,476 in at- 
tendance. Week of Prayer was observed by 75% of the organizations with 1,248 in 
attendance. The Educational program of the Women’s Missionary Society is especially 
fine and affords many opportunities to become better. informed. 

Through the Special Gifts Division, several phases of missionary activity are 
promoted. Box Work provides for the missionaries many needed articles which are 
not included in the regular budget. Because of world conditions, the sending of sup- 
plies to many fields has been impossible, but the women met the need by contributing 


the cash in larger amounts. Life Membership and In Memoriam helps to supplement 


the funds which are accumulated for the regular budget of the Women's Missionary 
Society of the United Lutheran Church. Any man, woman, child or organization 


can be made a Life Member by the 838 of ten dollars. Again through the Daily 


Gift and Daily Prayer of the Thank Offering Department, the budget funds are definite- 
ly increased and the hands of the missionaries strengthened by prayers of members. 
Patron and Protege Department gives an opportunity to those at home, to support and 
promote the program of evangelization among those who have not yet heard of the 
Saviour. Then, too, the Synodical Society has undertaken its own Synodical Special. 
From the monies received for this, a Home Mission Pastor in the Canadian Northwest 


is supported and the remainder is sent for Budgeted work in Liberia, Africa. 


Through the Industrial division, the work of the India Lace Department is promoted. 
Inasmuch as India Lace is not being shipped to this country for the present, offerings 
for India Lace Day are being stressed more than ever. The Indian Beadwork products 
from Rocky Boy Mission, Montana, and the products from the Southern mountains 
are also being promoted through this division. Not only does the promotion of these 

roducts give an opportunity to the needy to earn something for their bodily needs, 
ut it is an opportunity to minister to their souls as well. 


At the national convention of the Women's Missionary Society of the United Lu- 
theran Church in Roanoke, Va., last October, the following Triennial objective was 


adopted: 


That during the triennium | 943-46, in cooperation with the Boards of the Church, 
we seek out, educate, train and recommend to the appropriate Board of the Church. 
not fewer than twelve 7 women qualified to be called and commissioned to serve 
the Church at home and overseas in an expanded program. Further, that we give durin 
this triennium an adequate sum, over and above the regularly budgettet items, wi 


which to educate and place in service these missionaries. 


The Women of the Synod of the Northwest are cooperating in this. Already $500.00 
from the funds of the Synodical Society has been contributed, and we look forward 
to a good response from the individuals and societies as well. We hope and pray, too, 
that some young woman from this territory will hear the call of GO ye.” 

If we really and truly feel. that the world is in need of the saving Gospel of Jesus 


Christ, we must pray more, we must do more and we must give more. The Women’s 


Missionary Society gives us the opportunity to all of these! |
